bated and diſcuſſed: yet all this while it was 
perceived, that their Courſe was dangerous and 
very popular : As becauſe Papiſtry was odious, 
therefore 1t was ever in their Mouths, That 
they ſought to purge the Church from the Re- 
liques of Papiſtry ; a Thing acceptable to the

That Men of the flight- 
c eſt Learning, or at leaſt the moſt ignorant of 
the Common People, were made for a New, or 
a Super——or Re. Reformation of Religion; and 
in this they appear'd like that Man, who would 
% never ceaſe to whet and whet his Knife, till there 
was no Stee] left to make it uſeful.” And he 
concludes his Letter with this Obſervation, © That 
e thoſe very Men that were moſt buſy in Oppoſi- 
tions, and Diſputations, and Controverſies, and
